May 4.—The Mahomedan gentle. 
man, who came to hear Abdool’s dis- 
course on Sunday, had, it seems, re- 
ported among his friends favourably 
of what he heard. In consequence, 
three of the chief men of the city, 
with forty or fifty other respectable 
Mahometans, assembled to-day, and 
sent a person to persuade Abdool to 
come and look at a house to hire. — 
Abdool went ; and, in the way, the 
messenger confessed the true reason 
of his wishing him to go into the ci- 
ty. Abdool went on, nothing dismay- 
ed. On entering, he sat down at the 
lower end of the room. They desir- 
ed him to come up higher. He said, 
the Gospel taught him to take the 
lowest seat, and that his rank did 
not entitle him to sit beside them.— 
They still desired he would come up 
higher. Then a Molawee, who had 
known Abdool some years ago, at 
Lucknow, said, in akind of set dis- 
course, ‘‘ See here, Friends, this man, 
who used to fast three times a week, 
andjis the son of such and such res- 
pectable ancestors, has forsaken the 
religion of his fathers ; and is an in- 
stance of what aman will be when 
God intends to destroy him.” Ab- 


dool heard him out, and then answer 

ed, “ If you had said that Satan had 
deceived me with the purpose of des- 

troving me, I might have been. si- 
lent ; but your speech is a reproach 
upon God, as if he purposely ied me 
into error. I have, indeed, leit all 
my former,ways, as yousay; but if 
is as if a man should Jeave off idola. 
try. I have left that Idolatrous Wor. 
ship of myself youreferto; and you 
should ascribe it to the grace of 
Christ, who has converted an Idola- 
tor.” The usual objections were then 
discussed at great length, and with 
little heat , but that, now and then 

the naturalenmity of the mind would 
discover iHeself. 


Abdool had taken his -New Testa- 
ment, which is his constant compan- 
ion; and a copy of St. Maithew, 
which one of them received publicly. 
He answered all their objections by 
references to the New Testament, 
which made one of them say he 
would learn Hebrew that he might 
search the Original Scriptures. Ab- 
dool said, ‘‘ Yes, Satan only desires 
that you should dalay. At your time 
of life, you could scarce attain any 


‘ knowledge of Hebrew before yodr 


death, and Satan desires you should 
die undecided.” One of the chief men 
at length said, “ Now, O Friends! 
I perceive that the day of judgment 
is near, and that Islam will not re- 
main. The English will take away 
our faith.” Abdool said, * Do not 
think that any thing like force will 
ever be used ; for, be assured, that 
is contrary to the Gospel.” One said, 
“ Teue: their religion is doubtless a 
religion of good will, and without op- 
pression.” One asked Abdool, “And 
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do you intend to visit Delhi?”—“ Yes,” 
said he, “ when I have opportunity.” 
* Then,” said another, * you will af- 
flict many there.”"—Abdool: ** The 
Gospel forbids to give any one pain, 
and if my conversation causes you 
pain, I do not wish you to send foc 
me again.” They all said, ‘No, no,” 
and wished he would take a house 
near them. 

On rising to come away, after three 
or four hours conversation, the Mola- 
wee who had known Abdool at Luck- 
now, said, * We sent tor you, be- 
cause we thought you were a worldly 
man, and had forsaken your religion 
for earthly motives ; but, from your 
preaching in the Bazar, and your con- 
versation just now, we perceive you 
are indeed become a Christian, and 
are lost to us.” ‘The person who had 
come to hear on Sunday, and who 
had sat silent al! the time, followed 
Abdool out, and said to him, * They 
sentfor you to ridicule and shame 
you; but, thank God, no cause of 
shame lias been found in you” 

Blay 5—Today a Mahometan 
Physician sent to request that Abdool 
would visit him intheevening. Le 
accordingly went, and found him an 
attendant on the Royal Family at 
Jondpore. He has leave to visit Agra, 
owing to sickness in his family, which 
required change of air. He had heard 
of Abdool’s conversation yesterday,” 
and could not believe he was the.per- 
son he pretended to be. Ife offered 
to bet 2000 rupees, that a person of 
the family described could not change 
his religion. He, moreover, said, if 
it weresuch an one, he must know 
him, for they were at school together; 
and he would send for this person, 
(viz. Abdool Messee,) and prove him 
to be animpostor. On Abdool’s go- 
ing to his house, nothing could esx- 
ceed the physician’s astonishmeat, to 
find himthe very person described, 
and his own school fellow. They had 
a long and friendly conversation a- 
bout their former intercourse; and

ment. On Abdool’s. answering his 
objections, he said, * This is the wa 
J understand you, did yesterday, ‘4j.

have the whole New Testament. 

Sunday, May &—The attendance 
in the afternoon was not so great a 
on some former occasions ; but those 
who came were atientive. In the e. 
vening, cut ef the Fort, a greate 
number than ever was collected, wit}. 
evident desire to hear the Word.— 
‘They checked one another, in order 
to preserve silence, One, impatiént 
of the noise around him, cried aloud, 
“ keep silence, ye accursed band let 
us hear the Word. Ye have six days 
in the week, have ve not, to babb!e 
and talk” The subject was, This is] 
a faithful saying Several were in 
tears, One man came forward and 
declared he would be a Christian. — 
fle was sick, had Jong been ill, did 
not expect to live Jong, and these 
words comforted him. He had nev- 
er before heard such comfortable 
Words 

Mav 10.—The above man came, 
with his wifeand two children. He 
had been a soldier in the service of 
some native prince ; and has linger- 
ed Jong under wounds received in that 
service. lie didnot discover such a 
sense of sin as to lead us to give him 
baptism, as he desired. Several Ma- 
hometans came and passed the day 
with Abdool. It has been a day of 
evident joy in the Lord with him— 
I was deeolv affected by his undts- 
guised relation of the alternate pride 
and despoadency by which he is as. 
saulted. 

Sunday, May 16—Fewer attended 
Divine Service to-day in the Fort — 
Of those who did, one has been an 
attendant for some time past. After 
worship, he said te Abdool, with 
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snuch appearance of enxiety, that 
when he was hearing him, po doubt 
yemsined on his mind of the truth of 
what he had heard; but when he 
went among hiis own friends, they 
warned him against the Gospel, and 
sold him it was not the true Gos- 
pel, for the English had corrupted it. 
He begged Abdool to decide this 
doubt tor him. Abdool recommend. 
ed prayer tohim. In the evening, 
many collected to hear the Word 
withoutthe Fort; and great atten- 
tion was paid to the account of the 
manna, With its application to Christ 
A vety old woman, a native of Nujif 
sn Arabia, came upto Abdvo! after 
the discourse, and held a fong con- 
yersation with him in Persian; ino 
which she repeatedly asked, if there 
were no salvation out of Christ ; and, 
on his repeatedly assuring her there 
was not, she said at last, then she 
must become a Christian. The old 
soldier attended, and still professed 
his desire of becoming a Christiano. 

May 26, 1813.—A Mahometan 
came to beg that Abdool would go 
and look at some houses for hire — 
He accordingly went early and spent 
the whole day in conversation with 
different persons at Gifierent places. 
He found a house suitable, and a- 
‘reed to hire it. 

A learned Hindoo took him aside, 
and asked him to say plainly the rea- 
son, why he wished to institute 
Bchools.

June 8—Among others who cams¢ 

to Abdool, wasa young man dressed 
in the height of the Mahometan fash- 
ion, He enquired for the person who, 
from being a Mahometan, had turned 
Christian. Abdool said, he was the 
man. ‘Ob no,” said the youth, 
‘you are not he ; he wasa Mahome- 
tan, and is become Feringee, and 
drestes as the English.’ Abdool said 
he was the person. The other ex- 
pressed hissurprise, and asked the 
reason of his change. Abdool, with 
his usual simplicity, told the story of 
his conversion ; andon his mention- 
ing his having heard the truth from 2 
Sahib, the young man confessed he 
was the son of an English officer, and 
had been left entirely to the care of 
Mahometans, who had instiiled imto 
his mind a hatred of the Gospel}; and, 
on his father’s death, he embraced 
islam : but, now that he saw a Ma- 
hometan become Christian, and heard 
his reasons, he was much in perplexi- 
ty. Abdool was affected to tears by 
thisrelation. The young man also 
wept. tle begged Abdool weuld not 
mention the story of his descent, for 
to-day he felt deeply ashamed, and 
would now set himself to learn the 
Gospel. 

June 30, 1813—To-day the doc- 
trine of Christ witnessed a triumph. 
For three weeks past a Faqueer of 
the Jogi tribe, has come frequently 
to our morning worship in the School.

they will forsake our religion; for, 
as itis, whenever they go among the 
Sahibs, they come home wishing to 
be like them. One says, ‘ Buy mea 
buggy ; another says, ‘ Let me wear 
English clothes; and we ase sure 
that if they read your books, as they 
grow up, they will Jaugh at their ~fa- 
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round his waist, and to which an iron 
rod about two feet long was attached. 
He then put on some old clothes 
which we hed by us, and said, now 
he wished to be instructed in the 
Gospel, end to get employment. A 
rupee was given to procure food for 
the family, with which the wife went 
and bought a spinning-wheel, saying, 
she would spin and earn their liveli- 
hood. ‘l'hese are wonders in the his- 
tory ofa Hindoo! The whole family 
afterward eat their dinner with Ab- 
doo) of their own accord. 

To-day an old woman also, who 
has constantly heard Abdool on Sun- 
days, brought her little all from the 
house of a Mahometan, where she 
had long lived, and took up her a- 
bode among the Christians, expres- 
sing a heart affecting sense of her va- 
jue for the Gospel of Christ. 

A Leper, too, who has spent years 
in religious observances without find- 
ing rest to his mind, and who has 
been some time in constant attend- 
ance on the means of grace, took up 
his abode with us, saying, Jesus 
would cure the inward leprosy of his 
soul. 

The old soldier, also, and his wife 
and son have cast in their lot with 
us. 

The school to-day increased to ten, 
expressly under the idea that it is a 
Christian Institution. 

June 12—The whole city seems 
moved with this new thing which is 
come unto them ; but not a tongue 
stirs in opposition. As a proof of this 
the Mooftee of the court, whose fath- 
er is Khazee of Khazat, or native 
Chief Justice of the Company’s head 
Court in Calcutta, sent to beg that 
Abdool would forget the attempt that 
had been made by his relatives in Cal- 
culta to procure his imprisonment, 
and would visit him (the Moofttee,) 
and be friends with him. 

It would be no easy task to record 
all the interesting discussions which 
have taken place during these two 
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days between Abdoel and the pringj. 
pal Mahometans in the city. One of 
them observed, that Abdool was go, 
provided with armour, that none of 
their weapons (arguments) could 
reach him.

Mr. Hands Discourse with some 


Heathens at Belhary, after they 


had been worshiping at an Idol 
Temple. 
{Extracted from his Journal ] 





Inthe evening I walked into the 
Pettah. Observing a number of per- 
sons worshiping in one of the pagoda. 
I noticed what passed, and waited 
till the worship was finished. Com- 
ing out, they presented me with some 
of the flowers which they had offered 
to theiridol. I then said to them, 
‘ My dear friends, 1 have just seen 
you paying worship to that image ; 
and I cannot tell you how much it has 
grieved me. Do you ask me why ?— 
] will tell you. Such worship makes 
the great God angry with you: it 
hardens and darkens your minds, in- 
creases your sins, and lam afraid will 
shut you out of Ileaven.—tf'ell me, 
my dear friends, tell me my breth- 
ren (for we are the children of one 
common Father) O tell me, from 
such worship what can you obtain ? 
lf you fall into sickness, poverty, or 
sorrow, canthis stone help you ?— 
You are sinners, can that image for- 
give you? You need wisdom, can 
that stone instruct you? You desire 
happiness—can that satisfy your souls, 
and make you happy ? ‘Tell me. my 
brethren, are your minds satisfied 
and happy from what you have now 
been doing 2- Several of them were 
candid enough to answer “ No, no ; 
we are not.” 

I then ask you, why you worship 











that image ? Is God jike that black 
unsightly form ? Can he be pleased 
with such worship as this? No; he 
js a pure and holy Spirit, an almighty, 
all-seeing, omnipotent Spirit, and re- 
quires his creatures to worship him 
in spiritand in truth. O! my breth- 
ren, Godis your Father! he made 
and supports you; but by neglecting 
him, and giving the honour and 
worship due him to senseless imeges, 
you grieve your kind Father, and 
make him angry with you. God is 
your husband ; and you should love 
him with all your soul, and keep your 
minds and bodies pure and chaste for 
him alone; be has made you for him- 
self, that he might delight in vou ; 
but you are unfaithful to him ; and 
neglecting his love, 
your bodies and your souls toa base 
idol !— My brethren, your bodies must 
soon die; but your souls can never 
die, but must live forever, either in 
Heaven or in Hell: but this is not 
the road to Heaven. They who neg- 
lect the God of Heaven, and give his 
glory to a senseless atone, can never 
obtain Heaven ; and if God wil] not 
receive them to Heaven, they must 
be for ever miserable in Hell.’ 

Having thus endeavoured to con- 
vince them of the folly and sin of idol- 
atry, [ epake to them of Christ, and 
the way of salvation by faith in him. 

They acknowledged it was all very 
good ; but there was no provision for 
the belly. Itold them that if they 
would trust their souls in the hands 
of Christ he would take care that 
their bodies should be supplied ; for 
he had promised that hispeople should 
not want any good thing — Poor crea- 
tures! their belly is indeed their 
principal god. If their sensual appe- 
tites are but gratified, they care for 
little else. 

I understand that one of my audi- 
tors was the Hamiidar, or chief man 
of a large village, about 40 miles dis- 
tant who had come to Belhary to 


worship at this pagoda. Many of his

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people were also present. As this 
man paid particular attention and res- 
pect, perhaps, what he has heard 
may afford an opening in bis village 
at some future time.

gentleman, as he was passing by a 
miserable log hut on the side ofa 
mountain, in the western part of 
Massachusetts. What will you do 
with a cent, said the gentleman ; will 
you buy rum with it? Yes, said the 
poor ignorant boy. Will not a book 
do as well 2—Yes, sir. Accordingly 
the story of * poor blind Ellen,” and 
‘the Negro servant,” were given 
him, with a charge to have his pa- 
rents read thein to him. 

The traveller passed on, aud being 
about to return that way in a few 
weeks, thought within himself that 
he would call, and see what effect the 
tracts had produced. 

li was a pleasant morning in June, 
and about }0oclock, when the gen- 
tleman returning, had begun to de- 
scend the mountain. A siort turn in 
the road brought to view the negro 
hut. the circumstance of presenting 
the tracts, and the promise he had 
made of visiting the human creatures 
who dwelt there. 

On knecking, a voice bade him en- 
ter. butit was difficult to open the 
shackling oor. After a momentary 
effort, a stout negro man within came 
to his assistance. On entering. the 
light from a few broken panes, in ad- 
dition to that which shone through 
the crevices of the sidee, the roof. and 
the floor of the hovel, served to dis- 
close two black women, and four or 
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fave children perched on benches and 
stoois, which scarcely prevented them 
from falling between the loose floor- 
boards into the cellar. The family 
appeared to be at breakfast, a thing 
quite singular, considering the time 


of day. All hands and jaws now 
ceased to move, hunger was forgot- 
ten, aud every eye turned to ‘the 


stranger. 

Have you read those little books 
that were left here some time ago ?— 
No sir, wasthe reply. The gentle. 
man expressed some surprise, and en- 
quired if they coud read, and if they 
had requested their neighbours to 
read for them ? The answer was sa- 
tisfactory; and it was evident that 
the truths illustrated by the stories of 
‘* Nogro servant,” and “ poor blind 
Eilien,” hed not been wholly without 
effect. 

The men appeared sober. One of 
the women who ssemed to be there 
on a visit, burst into tears, and said, 
** surely the Lord has aent me to be 
here at this Gime. I am glad [ am 
here.” She waa so overwhelmed with 
weeping, that she went out to con- 
cesl it. The other poor woman who 
belonged to the house appeared very 
ignorant, and said with apparent con 
cern, end some indications of doubt, 
* | hope [have asonl. I hope the 
Lord will have mercy on me wien I 
die ; I try to do as well as I can.” 

Br thistime all the children were 
sobbing and seemed quite astonished. 
The larger ones endeavoured to cover 
their faces, end a little one clung 
cloeer to its mother’s neck. 

After stating briefly the occasion 
ef all our miseries, and the necessity 
cf looking to God for the pardon of 
our sins, the gentleman proposed to 
pray with them, which he did in as 
simple and intelligible a manner as 
hecould. All were silentand atten- 
tive, after the poor woman had made 
her children understand that they 
ranist stand up and be quiet. The 
stranger then told them ty look to the 
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concerns of their souls, and bade 
them farewell. They returned mg 
ny thanks, and requested another yj. 
sit, if in passing it should be conve. 
nient. 

The woman who appeared to bea 
guest, and perhaps was pious, especial. 
ly blessed the Lord for the worte that | 
were spoken to thet. 

As so much sympathy orb n'excited 
itis difficult to judge whether any 
lasting benefit. will result to the 
wretched inhabitants ofthe hovel, but 
to the person who gave the tracts, and 
spent a few moments in discovering 
their effects, the interview was at- 
tended with more profit and pleasure 
than hours of thoughtless gatety or 

useless speculation.

A HINDOO AT THE POINT OF 
DEATH. 

When at the point of death, almost 
all the Hindoos are ina state of the 
most perplexing anxiety, like persons 
on board a vessel in a storm, when 
the vessel has bezome wholly unman- 
ageable. Such a wretched Hindoo, 
in these momeats, is often heard giv- 
ing vent to his grief and fears in the 
midst of his relatives, as he lies by 
the Ganges. If he be advanced in 
years, they endeavor to comfort him 
by reminding him that he could net 
expect to live much longer; that he 
leaves a numerous family in comfort- 
able circumstances; and _ further, 
that his merits will certainly raise 
him to heaven. ‘Fhe dying man 
however, finds no comfort in the 
mevit of his works, but gives utter- 
ance to excessive grief, in some such 
language as this:—‘ I! what merito- 
rious deeds havel performed ? I have 
done nothing but sin. Ah! where 
shall I go!—into what hell shall I be 
plunged!—What shall | do ?—How 
long shall I continue in hell 2— What 
hope can | have of going to heaven ? 
Hiere | have been suffering for sin; and 
now I must go and renew my suffer- 
ing! How many births must | under- 
go? Where will my sorrows termi- 
nate ” Asa forlorn and miserable 
hope, he calls upon his friends to give 
him their blessing, that Gunga may 
receive him; and ne takes his leave 
of them in the utmost perturbation of 
mind. An Hindoo knows nothing of 
that hope which is * an anchor to the 
soul, both sure and steadfast. 
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
